TH  E  different  Opinions  of  the  People  concerning 
the  Value  of  Canada ,  and  the  Value  of  Guada - 
to  Great  Britain ,  have  occafloned  many 
Difputes  in  private  and  publick,  in  which  private  Views 
have  too  often  influenced  the  Debate :  Thofe  who  are 
for  acquiring  all  Canada ,  and  giving  up  Guadaloupe  and 
every  Thing  elfe,  argue  in  this  Manner ;  That  no 
Terms  with  the  French  can  be  fecureor  lafting  ;  at  the 
very  Time  they  are  making  a  Peace,  they  are  contriving 
how  to  break  it,  and  will  do  fo  as  foonasany  Opportunity 
occurs  to  do  it  to  Advantage  ;  That  we  entered  into  the 
War  only  upon  Account  of  America ,  that  the  French 
invaded  our  Properties  there,  and  were  long  contriving 
to  do  it :  Now  that  we  have  beaten  them  out  of  all  that 
Country,  what  we  did  never  claim,  as  well  as  what  we 
did  claim,  therefore  we  ought  to  keep  all  America ,  as  the 
greateft  Acquifition  we  can  make,  or  ever  was  made  ; 
for  if  we  allow  them  the  fmalleft  Footing  even  in  Ca¬ 
nada  itfelf,  we  can  never  be  fecure,  they  will  drive  us 
out  of  that  Country.  That  the  Trade  of  North  Ame¬ 
rica  ,  is  the  great  Fountain  of  all  the  Britijh  Wealth 
and  Power;  that  of  late  Years  it  furnifhes  and  employs 
fo  many  Ships,  and  fo  many  Sailors,  makes  fo  great  a 
Confumption  of  the  Produce  of  Great  Britain ,  fends  fo 
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much  of  its  Produce  to  the  Sugar  Wands,  and  pours  in 
Inch  a  Tide  of  Wealth  from  the  Weft -Indies  upon  Bri¬ 
tt*  in  i  as  enables  her  to  make  the  Figure  fhe  now  does* 
to  the  reft  of  the  World  :  That  if  all  North  America 
were  our  own,  (lie  could  be  drawn  into  no  more  Wars 
on  that  Account,  our  Trade  there  would  rife  to  the 
higheft  Pitch,  and  that  Country  fo  Extenfive,  fo  Rich, 
and  full  of  fo  rriany  Lakes  and  Rivers  fit  for  Navigation, 
would  foon  raife  the  Power  and  Naval  Strength  of  Great 
Britain ,  to  a  Degree  beyond  any  Power  on  Earth. 


That  the  Furr  Trade  might  be  entirely  our  own  ; 
That  one  Ship  of  the  Hudfcn-Bay  Company  is  often  fo 
rich,  as  bring  home  more  Value  than  ten  Sugar  Ships; 
\i  hat  we  have  fufliciency  of  the  Sugar  Wands  already  ; 
T  hat  Jamaica  alone,  if  it  were  properly  cultivated,  can 
afford  more  Sugar  than  England  wants,  it  fends  home 
near  40,000  Hogfheads  every  Year,  when  the  third 
Part  is  not  cultivated  ;  That  Guadaloupe  is  a  Place  of 
no  Significancy  compared  with  Jamaica ,  and  could  add 
very  little  Strength  or  W ealth  to  Great  Britain  ;  That 
the  French  have  long  out  done  us  in  the  Hats,  a  Trade 
that  we  may  have  entirely  to  ourfelves,  by  acquiring 
Canada  ;  and  that  if  we  leave  the  French  the  fmalleft 
Footing  or  Poffeftion  there,  we  never  can  be  fecure,  or 
fafe  in  the  reft  ;  we  have  done  nothing,  but  mull  always 
be  liable  to  repeat  the  fame  Expence. 


Thofe  who  wifh  the  keeping  of  Guadaloupe ,  anfwer 
as  follows ;  That  Guadaloupe  we  certainly  have,  and 
that  Canada  we  have  not,  the  Fate  of  it  is  ftill  dubious, 
that  all  the  Reafoning  before-mentioned  is  fophiftical 
and  unfolid  ;  That  the  Advantages  of  North  America 
to  Britain ,  exclufive  of  Canada  are  very  great ;  why 
join  them  all  to  Canada ,of  itfelf  worth  little  or  nothing, 
but  to  give  it  Weight,  which  it  has  not  of  itfelf ;  If  our 
Barrier  in  America ,  fhall  be  fixt  by  Treaty  to  the  cer¬ 
tain  Limits  we  inlift  upon,  and  Cape  Britain  retain’d 
vr  demoliftvd,  we  are  in  a  much  better  Situation  there 
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than  ever,  which  would  render  America  of  much  more 
Advantage  to  us  than  it  was  in  former  Times,  and  more 
fecure,  nay  as  fecure  as  the  Inftability  of  human  Affairs 
can  admit ;  The  Benefit  of  North  America  to  Britain 
does  not  depend  upon  Canada  at  all,  it  is  a  frothy  and 
falfe  Argument,  Canada  can  add  nothingbut,  Firft,  a"^  little 
Improvement  of  the  Furr  Trade,  which  might  be  in 
very  great  Ferfe&ion  without  it ;  Secondly ,  Preventing 
the  French  from  diffurbing  us  in  that  Quarter  of  the 
World  for  fome  Time,  and  even  that  Argument  is 
equally  ffrong  for  taking  the  MiJJiJfipy ,  otherwife  it  is 
not  conclufive. 

uut  as,  it  is  argued  that  the  French  will  never  be  at 
Peace  with  us,  it  muff  follow  that  when  they  cannot 
make  War  in  America  they  :^uft  difturb  us  in  Europe  ; 
now  let  thofe  Gentlemen  anfwer,  Whether  we  have 
more  Advantage  over  the  French  by  a  War  in  America 
or  a  War  in  Flanders ,  when  they  have  Ojiend ,  &c.  in 
their  Hands  ?  The  prefent  War  compared  with  thofe  of 
King  William ,  Queen  Ann ,  and  the  War  1744,  foon 
folves  that  Quedion,  the  Sugar  Trade  is  far  preferable 
to  theFurr  Trade;  What  does  a  few  Hats  fignify,  com¬ 
pared  with  ferving  ourfeives  and  other  Countries  with 
that  Article  of  Luxury  Sugar,  the  Confumption  of  which 
is  daily  encreafing  both  in  America  and  Europe ,  and  be¬ 
come  one  of  the  Neceffaries  of  Life  ?  Jamaica  has  not 
encr.eafed  in  Sugars  thefe  thirty  Years  paff,  and  never  can 
encreafe  much,  as  the  greateft  Part  of  it  is  fo  mounta¬ 
inous,  that  it  is  not  capabje  of  Culture,  and  cannot  an- 
Aver  the  Expence  in  many  Places,  of  carrying  the  Sugars 
over  Mountains  to  be  fhipt,  tho?  they  have  made  a  Mo¬ 
nopoly  for  thernfelves  of  that  Commodity,  of  a  lona- 

Time  paid,  they  mud  now  be  the  more  reludtant  to 
part  with  it.

It  is  our  Sugar  Ifiands  that  raife  the  Value  of  North 
America ,  and  pours  in  fuch  Wealth  upon  the  Adother 
Country ;  the  more  we  have  of  thofe  Ifiands,  America 

becomes 
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becomes  from  that  Caufe  the  more  important  and  valu¬ 
able,  and  England  the  richer  :  In  America  we  have  more 
than  enough,  in  the  Sugar  Iftands  a  great  deal  too  little, 
the  nearer  they  can  be  proportioned  to  one  another  the 
better  for  both,  and  the  more  Trade  and  Wealth  for 
England ;  The  Furr  Trade  does  not  employ  the  hundred 

Fart  of  the  Shipping  and  Seamen  that  the  Sugar  Trade 

docs, 

T  he  having  all  North  America  to  ourfelves,  by  acqui¬ 
ring  Canada ,  dazles  the  Eyes,  and  blinds  the  Under- 
ftandings  of  the  giddy  and  unthinking  People,  as  it  is 
natural  for  the  human  Mind  to  grafp  at  every  Appear¬ 
ance  of  Wealth  and  Grandeur,  yet  it  is  eafy  to  difeover 
inat  fuch  a  Peace  might  foon  ruin  Britain  ;  I  fay  the 
Acquifition  of  Canada  wou’d  be  deftrudtive,  becaufe 
fuch  a  Country  as  North  America ,  ten  times  larger  in 
Extent  than  Britain ,  richer  Soil  in  mold  Places,  all  the 
different  Climates  you  can  fancy,  all  the  Lakes  and  Ri¬ 
vers  for  Navigation  one  could  wifh,  plenty  of  Wood  for 
Shipping,  and  as  much  Iron,  Hemp,  and  naval  Stores, 
as  any  Part  of  the  World  ;  fuch  a  Country  at  fuch  a 
Diftance,  could  never  remain  long  fubjeeb  to  Britain  ; 
you  have  taught  them  the  Art  of  War,  and  put  Arms 
in  their  Hands,  and  they  can  furnifh  themfelves  with 
every  Thing  in  a  few  Years,  without  the  Aftiftance  of 
Britain ,  they  are  always  grumbling  and  complaining 
againft  Britain ,  even  while  they  have  the  Fretich  to 
dread,  what  may  they  not  be  fuppofed  to  do  if  the  French 
is  no  longer  a  Check  upon  them  ;  you  muff  keep  a  nu¬ 
merous  ftanding  Army  to  over  awe  them;  thefe  Troops 
wdi  foon  get  Wives  and  Poffeffions  and  become  Ameri¬ 
cans  ;  thus  from  thefe  Meafures  you  lay  the  fureft  Foun¬ 
dation  of  unpeopling  Britain ,  and  {Lengthening  Ame¬ 
rica  to  revolt ;  a  People  who  muft  become  more  licen¬ 
tious  from  their  Liberty,  and  more  factious  and  tur¬ 
bulent  from  the  Diftance  of  the  Power  that  rules  them  ; 
one  muft  be  very  little  converfant  in  Hiftory,  and  totally 
unacquainted  with  the  Paflions  and  Operations  of  the 

human 
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human  Mind,  who  cannot  forefee  thole  Events  a$ 
clearly  as  any  thing  can  be  difcovered,  that  lyes  con¬ 
cealed  in  the  Womb  of  Time ;  it  is  no  Gift  of  Prophefy, 
it  is  only  the  natural  and  unavoidable  Confequences  of 
fuch  and  fuch  Meafures,  and  muft  appear  fo  to  every 
Man  whofe  Head  is  not  too  much  affected  with  popular 
Madnefs  or  political  Enthufiafm. 

But  without  dipping  too  deep  in  Futurity,  pray  what 
can  Canada  yield  to  Britain ,  in  this  or  any  fubfequent 
Age,  but  a  little  Extenfion  of  the  Furr  Trade  ? 
Whereas  Guadeloupe  can  furnifh  as  much  Sugar,  Cotton, 
Rum  and  Coffee,  as  all  the  Iflands  we  have  put  to¬ 
gether,  and  confume  a  vaft  Quantity  of  the  Britijh  and 
American  Produce,  from  which  Trade  the  Shipping  and 
Naval  Strength  of  Britain  muft  greatly  encreafe,  with¬ 
out  any  Allowance  for  the  Cinnamon  Trade,  wb:ch 
of  itfelf  may  bring  a  good  deal  of  Wealth  to  the  Mother 
Country,  as  we  have  the  wild  Cinnamon  in  common 
with  the  other  Iflands,  fo  we  have  alfo  the  true  genuine 
Cinnamon  Tree,  and  have  fent  Home  to  England  Sam¬ 
ples  of  it,  as  good  as  any  the  Dutch  have. 

The  Confumption  of  Sugar  is  Daily  encreafing,  both 
in  Europe  and  America ,  and  we  cannot  at  this  Day  ferve 
ourfelves  with  that  Article,  but  are  we  not  to  endeavour 
to  ferve  foreign  Markets  if  we  can  ?  Did  ever  the 
French  bring  half  fo  much  Wealth  to  their  Country 
from  Hats  as  from  their  Sugar  Iflands  ?  To  fay  we  have 
Sugar  enough  is  to  fay  we  have  Trade  enough,  a  new 
Dodtrine  truly,  and  if  fo  what  ufe  have  we  for  Canada  ? 
In  a  Word,  it  is  moft  obvious  to  every  impartial 
Eye,  that  the  Encreafe  of  the  Sugar  Iflands  is  particu¬ 
larly  the  Intereft  of  Britain ,  Ihe  is  there  too  weak, 
and  as  thofe  Iflands  bring  moft  Wealth  both  to  Britain 
and  Americcty  fo  from  their  Weaknefs  they  can  never 
be  in  any  danger  of  revolting  ;  and  that  every  Perfon, 
as  foon  as  he  can  make  a  Fortune  there,  comes  Home 
to  the  Mother  Country  and  enjoys  its  Witnefs  the 

Number 
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Number  of  the  Proprietors  of  the  Sugar  Iflands  that 
rciicic  at  London ,  and  many  of  them  fit  in  Parliament ; 
Jl  they  dread  Guadaloupe  as  a  Rival  to  their  private  In- 
tereft,  they  muft  at  the  fame  Time  own,  it  is  a  great 
Acquisition  to  the  publick  Wealth  and  Strength.  Thus 
Guadeloupe ,  one  of  the  greateft  Acquisitions  ever 
Britain  maue,  acquires  many  powerful  Enemies  from 
private  Views,  and  has  nothing  to  plead  but  her  publick 
Utility  and  Advantage,  often  found  too  feeble  an  Op¬ 
ponent  to  the  private  Intereft  of  a  few. 

But  to  conclude,  nothing  can  fecure  Britain  fo  much 
again#  the  Revolting  of  North  America ,  as  the  French 
keeping  fome  Footing  there,  to  be  a  Check  upon  them, 
if  the  Peace  be  made  with  any  tolerable  Attention  to 
our  Barrier  in  America ,  as  we  may  be  moft  certain  it 
will,  France  mu#  ever  after  be  an  Enemy  too  feeble  to 
be  dreaded  in  that  Corner  of  the  World ;  But  if  we 
were  to  acquire  all  Canada ,  we  fhould  foon  find  North 
America  itfelf  too  Powerful,  and  too  Populous  to  be  long 
govern’d  by  us  at  this  Diffance ;  we  have  often,  too 
often,  wafted  our  Blood  and  Treafure  to  raife  up  other 
Powers  to  Wealth  and  Strength,  only  to  be  once  our 
Enemies;  it  were  much  to  be  wifhed  that  we  could 
take  Warning  and  do  fo  no  more. 

After  Writing  what  is  above,  fome  new  Arguments 
in  Favour  of  Canada  have  appeared  in  this  Part  of  the 
World,  by  the  Gentleman's  Magazine  for  the  Month  of 
May.  The  Publifher  of  that  Magazine  has  ufher’d  it 
in  with  full  Approbation  from  himfelf,  that  it  is  written 
with  great  force  of  Argument,  and  compleat  Knowledge 
of  the  Subje£I,  from  which  we  may  conclude  the 
Paragraphs  given  us  are  the  Choice#  of  the  Work;  the 
firft  remarkable  Paflage  is,  “  We  want  Security  that 
“  the  French  fhall  not  drive  us  out  of  that  Country  of 
<c  America Can  any  Man  read  or  anfwer  this  without 
Derifion  at  a  Time  we  have  driven  them  out  of  it  al- 
moft  entirely  ?  And  when  they  began  the  War  with  a 

Thoufand 
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Thoufand  Advantages  they  never  can  have  again,  and 
when  the  Author  admits  we  have  ten  Times  the  Number 
of  People  they  have  in  that  Country,  but  namin'  S 
fhould  drive  them  out  of  Canada ,  will  not  thefe  People 
retire  and  take  fhelter  in  Mijftjtppi?  From  that  Circum¬ 
stance  will  not  MiJJtJippi  be  more  populous  and  more 
dangerous,  and  all  his  Apprehenfions  be  renewed  from 
that  Quarter,  they  will  drive  us  out  of  America.  It  is 
not  the  extent  of  Territory,  but  the  Number  of  People 
that  makes  a  Country  formidable ;  Does  he  require  no 
Security  that  they  fhall  not  drive  us  out  of  Britain  ?  It 
xs  America  only  feems  his  Care. 


Tv/r^u  next  at  great  Length  given  us  the  Indian 
Method  of  making  War,  and  how  little  our  Forts  and 
Artillery  can  ferve  as  a  Security  to  our  Settlements 
but  will  he  take  Time  to  reflect  how  thefe  Indians 
became  our  Enemies  ?  By  our  neglediing  to  protect 
them,  by  our  allowing  the  French  to  build  Forts  to 
over  awe  them,  even  upon  our  own  Property.  It  then 
became  their  Interell  to  adhere  to  the  French ,  hut  now 
that  the  Scene  is  changed,  that  we  are  in  Poffeffion  of 
thefe  Forts,  that  we  are  Matters  of  that  Country,  and 
that  we  only  can  protect  them,  thofe  Indians  mutt  and 
will  be  ours  from  the  ftrongeft  Motives  of  any,  that  of 
lelf  Interell,  and  which  rules  them  as  mucn  as  any 
People  on  Earth,  fo  that  all  the  Terror  he  would  raife 
from  thofe  Indians,  in  place  of  Frightening  us,  becomes 
lo  much  additional  Strength  to  us,  thus  his  own  Doc 
trine  is  undone  by  the  Arguments  he  throws  out  to 
lupport  it,  which  mutt  often  happen  when  Ino-enuitv 
and  Fancy  are  let  loofe  to  argue  in.'uita  Minerva. 


The  third  point  advanced  is,  “  That  though  America 
“  fhould  encreafe  to  a  hundred  million  of  Souls  there 
«  would  be  no  danger  Hill,  they  would  depend  upon 
and  be  fubfervient  to  feven  or  eight  million  of  Souls 
“  m  the  North  at  fuch  a  Diftance.”  .

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One  is  really  out  of  Countenance  to  anfwer  fuch 
A hfu i clitics  in  a  ferious  Manner,  to  ftate  them  is  fuffi- 
cient  to  diferedit  them,  if  any  Man  can  agree  to  them 
very  great  is  his  Faith. 

The  fourth  Maxim  is  very  ingenious,  c<  That 
<c  though  none  of  the  American  Gentlemen  come  to 
fC  England  to  fpend  their  Fortunes  it  is  of  no  confe- 
cc  quence  at  all ;  is  it  of  any  Importance  fays  he  to  the 
“  Englijb  Farmer,  whether  his  Beef,  Pork  and  Tongues 
“  are  eat  frefh  at  London ,  or  falted  at  Barbadoes,  and 
“  fo  of  his  Chcefe,  Butter  and  Ale,  &c.”  What  can 
all  that  fophiftry  tend  to?  Does  he  know  fo  little  of 
America  or  the  JVeJl  Indies ,  as  to  believe  that  the 
Gentlemen  of  Fortune  in  thofe  Countries  Jive  upon  fal¬ 
ted  Provifions  from  England  ?  In  America  they  have  as 
good  Venifon,  in  many  Countries  Beef,  Mutton,  and 
Pork,  as  they  have  in  England ,  and  as  good  Poultry  of 
all  Kinds.  In  the  Sugar  lilands  Men  of  Fortune  have 
as  voluptuous  Tables  as  they  have  in  Britain ,  of  frefh 
Meat  and  Poultry,  frefh  Fifh  of  many  Kinds,  and 
plenty  of  Turtle  ;  Can  he  either  perfuade  himfelf  or  the 
World,  that  a  Man  fpending  twelve  or  fifteen  thoufand 
Pounds  a  Year,  with  opulance  and  tafte  in  London > 
does  England  no  more  Service  than  a  Man  who  fpends 
it  in  America  or  the  Weft  Indies ,  where  at  his  Table 
he  does  not  confume  fifty  Pounds  worth  of  Britijh 
Vivres  all  the  Year  round?  Or  does  a  Gentlemen  of 
P'ortune  in  America  or  the  JVeJl  Indies ,  keep  twelve  or 
twenty  Servants  in  his  Houfe  living  like  Lords,  and 
cloath’d  in  the  bell  Manufactures  of  England ,  as  he 
does  when  he  lives  in  London  ?  In  the  Wef  Indies  in¬ 
deed  he  is  furrounded  with  as  many  half  Naked  Negroes 
in  his  Floufe,  eating  the  low  Growths  of  the  Country ; 
that  Negroes  are  allowed,  but  this  we  are  told  is  great 
force  of  Argument,  and  compleat  Knowledge  of  the 
SubjeCI,  though  to  moft  People  I  fhould  think  thofe 
Arguments  will  appear  to  have  no  Force  or  Conclufion 
at  all,  being  founded  upon  falfe  Maxims,  they  become

only  evafions  of  the  Truth  ;  that  Caufe  mull  be  very 
weak  indeed,  were  Learning,  Ingenuity  and  Eloquence, 
can  fuggeft  nothing  ftronger  to  fuppoit  it  than  fuch  un- 
folid  Sophiftry. 


His  fifth  Maxim  is  that  cc  Our  Trade  to  the  Weft 
<c  India  Iflands  is  undoubtedly,  a  very  valuable  one, 
cc  but  it  has  long  been  at  a  Hand,  our  Sugar  Planters, 
<c  limited  by  the  Scantinefs  of  Territory,  fays  he,  can- 
not  encreafe  much,  an  Evil  that  keening  Guadaloupe 
cannot  remedy.”  Now  lince  the  Sugar  Iflands  are 
fo  valuable,  and  long  at  a  Hand  from  the  Scantinefs  of 
Territory,  does  it  not  follow  that  more  Territory  fhould 
be  acquir'd,  if  ever  an  Opportunity  to  do  it,  rather 
than  when  we  have  got  PolTeffion  of  fuch  Terri  tor  v  we 
fhould  give  it  up  ;  if  our  Sugar  Iflands  arc  undeniably 
very  valuable,  as  he  a  Herts,,  and  that  all  the  iflands  we 
have  do  not  yield  90,000  Hogfheads  of  Sugar  Yearly, 
or  above  it ;  Is  an  Ifland  or  Territory  that  can  certainly 
yield  150,000  Hogfheads  a  Year,  to  be  defpifed  and 
given  up,  becaufe  we  want  more  Territory  ?  Will  it 
make  no  Addition  to  fupply  that  Scantinefs  he  complains 
of?  I  long  to  fee  how  he  proves  that  Guadaloupe  cannot 
increafe  our  Sugar  Trade,  if  he  knows  any  idling  at 
all  about  Guadaloupe ,  he  will  find  this  Point  hard  to 
prove,  that  150  is  lefs  than  90,  or  that  150  added  to 
90  will  not  encreafe  the  Number ;  as  fubti-le  as  his  So- 
phiflry  is,  it  will  meet  with  Ohftrudfions  in  this  Proof, 
tmlefs  he  corns  to  the  perfwafive  Aflertion,  that  Gua¬ 
daloupe  produces  nothing  at  all  ,  fuch  is  the  concluiive 
Force  of  thefe  Arguments,  extracted  from  this  celebrated 
Piece,  by  its  Admirer,  the  Author  of  the  Gentleman  $ 
Magazine.

If  this  ingenious  Gentleman  had  been  as  much  a 
I-riend  to  North  America  as  he  would  feem  to  be,  he 
sntght  eafily  difcovered  that  the  Acijuifition  of  Guada- 
loiipe  muft  ratfe  the  Value  of  North  America,  and  the 
1  rade  and  Wealth  of  Britain,  ten  times  more  than  all 
Canada  can  ever  do  (without  making  any  Allowance  for 
the  Cinnamon  f  radej ;  That  Guadaloupe  we  have,  and 
Canada  yet  dubious,  fo  thole  Gentlemen  calculate  before 
the  d  ime ;  but  it  is  the  Value  of  Guadaloupe ,  not  its  In- 
iignificuncy  fets  fo  many  Fens  aftir,  and  fo  much  £lo- 
cjuence  employed  to  blind  the  Eyes,  and  miflead  the  Un- 
derftandmgs  of  the  People  of  England  from  being  fenfi- 
lle  of  their  true  Intereft,  while  there  is  any  Choice  in 
their  Power,  to  make  when  it  is  confidered,  what  On- 
pofition  all  other  Sugar  Wands  make  to  the  keeping 
Guadaloupe,  what  a  powerful  People  they  are,  how  many 
ht  in  I  ar  lament  and  how  many  of  the  Cities  of  London, 
Liverpoole  and  Br.Jlol  are  conneded  with  them  in  that 
1  rade,  it  can  be  no  Surprize  that  the  Struggle  and  Op- 
pofition  fhould  be  great,  and  all  Arts  employ’d  in  fuch 
ft  Caufe,  where  from  Jealoufy  and  Miftakes,  they  fancy 
fhe  SuSar>  and  other  valuable  Produce  of  Guadaloupl 
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will  hurt  their  private  Interefts,  or  Fortunes  in  the  other 
Jilands ;  an  EfFed  it  will  not  produce  to  any  fenfible  De¬ 
gree,  while  we  have  fo  many  foreign  Markets  to  go  to  ; 
tho  indeed  it  may  put  a  Stop  to  Monopolies  of  that 
Commodity,  and  make  Sugar  as  reafonable  in  England 
as  in  other  Countries ;  but  the  more  our  other  Illands 
dread  the  Value  and  Wealth  of  Guadaloupe,  the  Reafons 
for  our  keeping  it  becomes  the  ftroriger  to  the  Nation 
in  general :  I  o  them  I  addrefs  myfelf,  I  hope  they  will 
confider  that  the  many  Advantages,  fairly  and  juftly  fta- 
ted,  arifing  to  the  Nation  from  Guadaloupe  is  not  all  the 
Benefit,  as  it  muft  be  noticed,  That  fo  much  of  the  Su¬ 
gar  Trade  taken  from  France ,  and  added  to  Britain 
muft  increafe  the  Difference  of  the  Political  Balance^ 
in  a  duplicate  Ratio;  a  Pound  taken  out  of  one  Scale 

and  put  in  the  other  makes  two  Pounds  Difference  in 
the  Balance.

As  I  have  lived  on  the  Spot  in  Guadaloupe  for  home 
Time,  fo  from  fome  Intimacy  with  the  Cuftom-Houfe, 
and  Naval-Office,  I  have  had  more  Opportunities  to 
know  the  Export  and  Import  of  this  Ifland,  than  any 
Body  wbo  hath  yet  written  on  the  Subjedf ;  both  what’ 
it  has  produced  and  what  it  oan  produce ;  and  Ilook 
upon  it  as  mv  Duty  to  attempt  the  unveiling  of  the 
Truth  to  my  Country,  from  thofe  Clouds  of  Darknefs 
and  Error,  that  fo  many  able  Pens  have  been  lonf  em¬ 
ploy’d  to  involve  it  in  ;  and  if  I  am  allow’d,  I  may  foon 
oblige  the  World  with  a  more  accurate  Defcription  of 
thefe  conquered  Iflands,  as  well  as  an  authentick  Ac¬ 
count  of  the  Export  and  Import  of  the  Place,  with  this 
Obfervation,  that  Fads  are  ltubborn  Things,  they  will 
neither  bend  to  the  Force  of  Faction  and  private  Views, 
nor  will  they  yield  to  Sophiftry  and  Eloquence. 

Now  to  conclude,  let  us  fuppofc  that  we  have  Suo-ar 
enough  to  ferve  ourfelves,  as  has  been  aflbrted  by  thofe 
Gentlemen,  and  that  Guadaloupe  can  produce  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  thoufand  Hogfheads  every  Year,  a  Fact 
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tliat  can  be  as  diftin<%  proved,  as  the  Value  of  any 
Piece  of  Ground  in  England ,  what  Grain  it  can  yield 
with  common  (culture  $  thofe  150,000  Hogfheads  muft 
be  manufactured  in  Britain^  and  exported  to  foreign 
Markets,,  in  which  Cafe  it  is  not- over  valued  at  14./. 
the  Hogfhead,  and  fo  returns  to  England  two  millions 
one  hundred  thoufand  Pounds  annually ;  include  what 
the  Cinnamon  Trade  may  be,  with  the  immenfe  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Coffee  and  Cotton,  Indico,  Cocoa,  Ginger,  &c. 
exported  from  this  Bland,  together  with  the  £r/////.>  Manu¬ 
factories  imported  here,  with  the  Beef,  Wheat,  Pork,  But¬ 
ter,  Cheefe,  Ale,  Salt-fifh,  & c.  a  Man  can  then  frame  fome 
Judgment  of  the  Value  of  this  Place,  better  than  by  a 
thoufand  fuch  fophifticated  and  evafive  Treaties,  as  thofe 
that  have  appeared  in  Oppolition  to  Guadaloupe ,  when, 
Subtilty  and  Refentment  are  ufed  to  over  turn  all  the  fo¬ 
il'd  Maxims  of  Policy  and  Government,  that  have  flood 
the  Teff  of  fo  many  paft  Ages,  and  confirmed  by  fo 
long  Experience. 

Methinks  the  Nation  might  reft  fafe  and  fatisfied, 
m  the  well  known  Ability  and  Integrity  of  fuch  a  Mi- 
Hiftry,  as  we  are  bleft  with  ;  a  Miniftry  who  have  in  fo 
diftinguifh’d  a  Manner  carried  on  the  War,  with  Forti¬ 
tude,  Vigor  and  Judgment ;  who  have  fhown  fo  juft  a 
Knowledge  of  the  true  Intereft  of  their  Country,  and 
where  her  natural  Strength  and  Vigour  lay  :  Who  could 
judge  where  to  ftrike  a  fatal  Blow  amongft  the  richeft 
Spots  in  the  World,  while  our  Enemies  and  our  own 
Country  were  amufing  themfelves  with  more  empty  Sha¬ 
dows  ;  I  lay  we  might  remain  well  fatisfied  that  fuch 
a  Miniftry  would  make  a  Peace  fuitable  to,  and  confift- 
antwith  thofe  juft  Sentiments,  of  the  true  Intereft  of  the 
Nation,  that  thfcy  have  fhone  fo  confpicuoufiy  in  mana¬ 
ging  the  War :  But  no  fooner  had  we  fo  unexpectedly 
got  Footing  in  Canada ,  than  thofe  Foes  to  Guadaloupe , 
one  of  the  richeft  Sugar  Ifiands  in  the  World,  and  which 
we  were  aCtually  in  Poffeffion  of  ;Thrs  it  was  thought  might 
divert  the  Edge  of  the  War  from  thefe  valuable  Sugar 

Blands, 


Itlands,  where  France  was  fo  fenfibly  hurt*  and  fo  Una¬ 
ble  to  defend  :  And  thus  the  two  great  Men  at  the  Helm 
were  addrefied,  or  rather  dictated  to  as  School-Boys, 
and  their  Inftru&ions  given  them  with  a  Haughtinefs 
very  unbecoming  that  Dignity  and  Confidence  they  had 
fo  juftly  merited  of  their  Country  ;  it  were  to  be  wilh’d 
thofe  Gentlemen  would  defift,  and  leave  the  making 
the  Peace  to  thofe  much  abler  Heads,  who  have  fo  hap¬ 
pily  conducted  the  War,
